He is a Bughcar to the Juſtices of the Peace, 
Skacing them with a Fine of a, hundred 
Pounds , but conſiders not that this is not to 
be levied upon the Juſtices Goods, but muſt be 
recovered by Action, Suit or Plaint 5 and 
how little will histwearing be valued there, 
when he wears for himſelf to fill his own

He conſiders not what a pitiful ſhirk he is, 
to undertake ſuch a ſuit ( impoſſible to re- 
cover) with a Juſtice; and that a Juſtice 
of the Peace need not move or ſtir for him, 
except creditable Evidence, as two Witneſſes, 
ſwear it z and how little reaſon 2 
have to be ſcared or afraid of theſe Bug- 
bears, let any reaſonable man judge. 

He ſwears deiperately , That he heard

He conſiders not that the Experience of 
the peaceable Meetin s of our Proteſtant 
Diſſenting Brethren this twenty years, is an 
evidence of their Peaceableneſs and Loyalty, 
and that they are not intended, or guilty by 
this Law ; and that his Majeſty was graci- 
ouſly pleaſed, April 4th. 16c0. to declare a 
Liberty to tender. Conſciences, and that no 
man ſhould be dilquieted or called"in"Que- 
ſtion for differences of opinion in matters
